The wonder is that it has been so long deferred. The 
cracker industry long ago went into the hands of a 
very capable combine. Control of the bread output 
may not be so practicable, because the housewife/stilt 
has recourse to her own breadpans, an expedient a 
good many would be disposed to try if a bread trust 
made the humble loaf a thing hard to come by. The 
>aker as a corporation is not entirely realized as yet, 
but he is on the way in that guise. 


THE ONLY WAY. 


If the people of Fort Wayne will interest themselves 


in the river improvement project somewhat the same 
fashion they would in some temporary means of 
pleasure, as a carnival, county fair or the like, the pro- 
posals now under consideration would be sure to be 
realized. 
What it is intended to do is to make Fort 


Wayne one of the most beautiful as well as one of the 
cleanest and therefore most healthful cities in the 
country. -Far-seeing and public-spirited men may be 
able to do much, but they cannot achieve this great de- 
velopment for Fort Wayne without hearty public co- 
operation. The people all must become interested, en- 
thused, enlisted. In no other way can Fort Wayne 
be made the city dreamed of, the city it deserves to 
be. Municipal developments cannot be the ready-made 
gifts of the gods. Through persistent processes and 
some sacrificing they must come to this community. 
The new laws make the beginning easier, but the 
means must be provided by the people. A decade 
hence, if the program goes forward as it has been pre- 
pared, the people of this city will call blessed the men 
who today are pioneering in this great movement to 
make Fort Wayne a beauty spot, a health spot. Drive- 
ways, parks and clean water courses in place of gar- 
bage dumps, morasses and polluted streams of water 
and sluggish floods of sewage will be an exchange 
worth making. But it can come only through the peo- 
ple themselves and the faster public sentiment rouses 
itself the faster it will come. 


The supreme court of Indiana has finally put a 


quietus on the suit of ex-Governor Hanly to prevent 
payment of the Vincennes university claim. Governor 
Hanly began on that job while he was governor. He 
vetoed the bill allowing the claim. The legislature 
passed it over his veto. Then he refused to validate 
the bonds issued in payment of the claim by giving 
them signature. When Governor Marshall came in he 
signified his purpose to sign the bonds and have the 
vexed matter disposed of as the legislature directed. 
His predecessor, who is a very tenacious fighter, at 
once got out an injunction to restrain the governor. 
The suit was appealed and the highest court of the 
state has just thrown the case out in an opinion that 
grills Mr. Hanly in rather painful 
fashion. 
This 


doubtless will be the end of the Yincennes university 
suit, which in one form and another has been before 
the Indiana public for more years than those old enough 
to remember it arc likely -to be willing to admit. 
The seat of learning on the lower Wabash will doubt- 
less get its money now. 


The trouble with the Illinois legislature seems to be 


also the trouble with the administrators of the law in 
Vermilion county, that same state. The Danville grand 
jury, just put out of business by the court, declares it 
could have shown up a mess of political dirt that 
would shock the community if it had been permitted to 
go ahead without interference. That Danville grand 
jury certainly has been having some rare old times 
finding out what little was found out. It is not an 
easy matter to uncover election crookedness in which 
about everybody in office, who has held office or who 
has run for office in recent years has had a hand. But 
a greater obstacle seems to have existed in the state 
of a public sentiment that is more tolerant of the 
stinks and stenches of its politics than of the civic 
spirit and decent citizenship that would clean things. 
Danville and Vermilion county have not appeared to "be 
heart and soul with the patriotic work of the grand 
jury- 


There is going to be some real insurgency down in 


Mexico, where the unsophisticated populace has long 
enough been fooled with spurious brands. 
Senate- 


Robert M. LaFollette. who lias insurged in Wiscon- 
sin and insurged in Washington with a violence, of 
eruption entirely without precedent or example as i' 
is entirely without rivalry or prospect of rivalry, ha; 
sent his personal agent—a sort of minister plenipo- 
tentiary and envoy extraordinary—to look upon ih<. 
situation and report what business the government o' 
the United States is up to in this Mexican affair. Scr 
ator LaFollette is the inventor of insurgrncv y,v\ th 
first insurgent. 
He. ought to be able to-pick out tb, 


true brands. And it may be he is merely going to ke<r 
on insurging against the administration, for whic: 
laudable public enterprise the Mexican borderland JH? 
now seems to offer occasion that is perfectly charm 
ing. 


General Porfirio Diaz issues a categorical denial that 


ie is dead. The advantage of this lies not with Mex- 


ico, but with the veracious correspondents, who can 
<ill him all over again if a new and puzzling move by 
the mobilized forces of the United States should be 
executed. Death of Senor Diaz was an' inspiration, 
but it had been overlooked to keep the old gentleman 
iilent and out of sight. 


Fort Wayne needs an augmented police force. Pro- 


.'ision ought to be made without delay for meeting this 
need. It is not a question of politics nor of a council 
of one complexion making concession to an adminis- 
tration of another complexion. It is a duty owed to 
the people of Fort Wayne to give them better police 
protection than they are vouchsafed by the limited 
[orce now employed. 


None of the war sharps has yet discovered this mass- 


'ng of troops on the frontier to be a preparation for 
war with Japan under cover of the disordered state of 
iffairs in Mexico. Can't get Richmond Pearson Hob- 
son's word for this, because any preparation to go to 
war with Japan will get the truculent-Alabama man's 
main job.

Municipal league, has been a leader in progressive move- 
ments since he left Columbia college in 1871. His public 
positions Include a term as state senator in Indiana, federal 
civil service commissioner under Roosevelt, and special in- 
vestigator in the Indian territory. In all his public work 
he has been faithful, conscientious, effective. 
His largest 


contributions to the public welfare have been as speaker 
and publicist. Possessing rare platform gifts, he has used 
them always in behalf of the highest ideals. He has never 
once prostituted them to seltish ends or base purposes. 
Even those ivho have differed with him most radically have 
never doubted his integrity or sincerity. .From the "begin- 
ning he has been an ardent and unremitting advocate of the 
merit system. He is today one of the most outspoken advo- 
cates nf free speech and free discussion as the surest foun- 
dation of a democratic republic. He believes in the new- 
municipaiism. 


In assuming the presidency of the National Municipal 


league in succession tn former Attorney General Charles J. 
Bonaparte. Mr. Foulke takes up a work for which he is 
peculiarly fitted. It is public: it is educational: it is demo- 
cratic: it is national in it? scope. His address at the Buf- 
falo meeting of the league on "Conservation in Municipali- 
ties" was n masterpiece of analysis, foresight and spiritual 
uplift. 
It created a profound impression on a. large 'audi- 


ence and shared the honors of the evening with Mr. Bona- 
parte's presidential address "n "Municipal Patriotism."

About Gunpowder. 


As •n-ith the compass, the first knotrt- 


cdge of firearms nnd gunpowder may 
be traced to the Chinese, who, It is re- 
corded, used cannons over twenty-five 
centuries ago. The principles of these 
crude guns, however, reached Europe 
through India. At flrst these nids to 
•warfare were on the order of cannon. 
In the fourteenth century n fire tube 
with a small bore was invented. Until 
121G gunpowder was not readily ex- 
plosive, since the materials were only 
roughly cleared of impurities and then 
mixed together on a slab. 
In 1320 


Eertbolders Swatz discovered a proc- 
ess of granulating powder which made 
It effective as an explosive. From 
that time on warfare was changed. 
Gradually improvements in making 
both powder and firearms wore made, 
and in the fifteenth century the 
first form of hand gun which could 
be compared with thOfmodern musket 
made its appearance. At first these 
guns were fired by applying a match 
at • the touchhole, but later triggers 
were invented. With the protection 
offered by these new weapons it is not 
strange that (he conquest of savage 
people and wild lands was looked upon 
as having lost many of its dangers.
